Admit They Knew Nothing 
But Yet They Shouted— 

Iwas amused last week while at- 
tending the city council meeting 
and heard a representative of the 


CIO object to a piece of legislation 

that properly regulated parades. 
This same representative, a son- 

in-law of the chief justice, I'm told, 


was very much alarmed when the 
city council members passed the 
legislation after he finished speak- 
ing. He admitted while addressing 
the council that he knew nothing 
of the contents of the ordinance but 


he believed “it was taking away his 
constitutional rights” and he and 
his WPA workers and the ‘com- 
mies” were opposed to taking away 
their liberties. 

It seems to me anything that is 
progressive should not be feared by 
the workers. This ordinance only 
regulated the route of parade and

sentative said, “when the company 
refused to meet the wage scale paid

business. After weeks of negotia- 


tions failed we were compelled to 
take this action.” 

The Kraft company is exclusive 
distributors of all Kraft products, 
including cheese and Miracle whip. 

One local cheese company, the 
Buffum Cheese company, Hunt 
said, signed the union agreement 
last October. This company is strict- 
ly union and meeting all require- 
ments of the local union. Several 
other places are meeting the union 
requirements also, Hunt said. 

Until the Kraft company settles 
its differences with the union, the 
drivers and inside workers request 


that all union members and their 
friends refrain from patronizing 


all Kraft products,

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Is Good American Principal to Refrain from 
Buying “Goods Made in Japan” 


In answer to a question “can we approve the movement to 
refuse to buy goods made in Japan,” Dr. Frank Linder, minister, 
First Methodist church, Oakland, made the following comment 
from his pulpit last Sunday: 


“This movement should not be considered as a war measure. 
The more we study the facts about the far east, our viewpoint 
may be changed. The Japanese at the present seem possessed 
with an inordinate ambition to control much territory. Their 
attitude was recently stated in an editorial in a newspaper print- 
ed in a small Missouri town, wherein the editor said ‘the Jap- 
anese conduct is bad and they need a good whipping, but I hope 
that we will not be the one who will have to do it’. 


“The claim that the refusal tc purchase goods made in Japan, 
will cause a hardship on the non-combatants, the women and 
children at home, is probably based upon facts. It is well known 
that when a nation is conducting warfare, the men at the front 
are the ones who are supplied with food. The greatest sacrifice is 
made and the severest suffering is sustained by the ones at home, 
behind the battle lines. This is the result of modern warfare. 


“It should be noted that the women and children of Japan 
work in the field and the factories and when the American work- 
ing people come in competition with their products, it is a direct 
assault upon the standard of living that has been built up in this 
country. If the women of this country, during the last few years, 
had been content to wear more cotton and wool, the depression 
would not be as bad as it is and the standard of living would be 
higher. 

“This question should be approached without hate and the 
freedom of choice should not be restricted too much, but in exer- 
cising this choice, we should keep in view the fact, that the ac- 
tion will tend either to build up and maintain the desired standard 
of living in this country, or it will tend to lower it toward 
serfdom. 

“Yes, we have been trading with Japan, and we have taken 
their silk and they have taken our scrap iron, and this scrap iron 
they have been shooting into the women and children of China. 

“The Japanese in this country are not a factor in the present 
situation, and it is not a breach of the peace to exercise a choice 
in not purchasing goods that are a direct assualt on the American 
standard of living. The choice before us is, shall we go on and 
up with the standard, or shall we choose to go down from the 
present to a lower level? We should use good sense and patriot- 
ism and exercise our choice not to buy.” 

The question was asked Dr. Linder by the committee against 
the purchase of “goods made in Japan.” The committee is com- 
posed of civic, labor, religious and fraternal organizations and 
is carrying on an extensive campaign against foreign made 
articles and goods. 
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Interpreting the Constitution 


The presence of Stanley F. Reed, former solicitor general of 
the United States, on the supreme court brings to the forefront 
possible interpretations of the constitution during the next few 
months with respect to grave social question and the influence 
of the new justice in the decisions of the court. In view of this 
fact, a glimpse of Mr. Reed’s view of the constitution in relation 
to modern problems inseparably connected with our institutions 
is of deep interest. 

In a radio address on “The constitution,” delivered a few 
weeks before his nomination for the supreme court, Mr. Reed 
declared that “unexpected exigencies require action,” and that 
“there must be constitutional interpretations in the light of the 
new Situations.” 

Pointing out that there “is always a powerfully intrenched 
section of our citizens primarily interested in having the great 
clauses of the constitution limited by the meaning which the 
framers, “with the conditions and outlook of their time, would 
have placed upon them,” as a means to rigidly maintain the “ex- 
isting social and economic order,” he asserted that “a far larger 
division finds opportunity for increased satisfaction in the ad- 
justments necessary to meet changing circumstances,” adding: 

“It will be an unfortunate day should the conclusion ever be 
reached that possibilities for wider uses of constitutional powers 
have been exhausted, without the uncertainties, delays and diffi- 
culties of constitutional amendments. Our national life will be- 
come frozen in the form it has then assumed without the flexi- 
bility essential to the life of a democracy. * * *” 

Reiterating the axiom that “changed conditions call for new 
applications of old principles,” and that “different approaches 
may produce different results,’ Mr. Reed said “the supreme 
court itself may overrule former interpretations, as was strik- 
ingly shown in the minimum wage cases.” 

Declaring his belief in the necessity of broad legislation by 
congress to meet economic and social needs as they develop, and 
liberal interpretations of the constitution to meet these social 
necessities of the masses of our people, Mr. Reed, as solicitor 
general of the United States, concluded: 

“The needs of changing circumstances can only be met by 
legislative excursions into waters which, while explored, have 
never been fully chartered. Only by such courageous will to con- 
quer difficulties as they arise can we avoid the stagnation of 
slavish adherence to the past. Congress and the president would 
shirk their duty if they did not break new paths as the emergence 
of new problems appears to require. Only if these branches of 
the government are prepared, on appropriate occasion, to ask 
the courts to establish new precedents, where none exist, or to 
depart from old ones, when experience has brought their sound- 
ness into question, can our constitution retain that capacity for 
growth and adaptation which from the beginning has been its 
chief glory and its greatest source of strength. 

“The broad language of the great clauses of the constitution 
contributes in large measure to its permanency. It enables the 
government to adjust its legislation to the present needs.”

SEAMEN QUTTING C. I. 0. 
A. F. OF L. UNION FINDS 


Head of New Group Says They 
“Are Sick and Tired of Com- 
munism and Its Works” 


Members of the national mari- 


| time union, an affiliate of the com- 


mittee for industrial organization, 
are leaving the C. I. O. union and 
flocking into the American Federa- 
tion of, Labor because they “are 
sick and tired of communism and 
all of its works,” Carl J. Lynch, sec- 
retary-treasurer of the new A. F. 
of L. seamen’s union, declared on 
his return from a tour of gulf ports. 
Bringing with him encouraging ac- 
counts of the success of the union’s 
membership drive in the south, he 
said that the American Federation 
of Labor was gaining more adher- 
ents every day among Atlantic 
coast seamen. 

Declaring that many of the per- 
sons around Joseph Curran, head 
of the national maritime union “are 
probably communists,” Mr. Lynch 
added: “We call them ‘Red Fas- 
cists’ because what they seek to set 
up is a dictatorship modeled after 
the house of Lewis—the C. I. 0.” 
He said that under the leadership 
of Curran and his national mari- 
time union the seamen hove not 
only gained nothing but in fact 
have lost ground. 


JAPANESE BOYCOTT 
PRESSED BY LABOR 


The boycott on Japanese prod- 
ucts along lines approved by the 
American Federation of Labor is 
being pushed in Northern Ohio, with 
local groups behind the move often 
composed of representatives of la- 
bor and manufacturers. Following 
action by a group in Sebring, world 
famous center of the pottery in- 
dustry, which has suffered material- 
ly from low-wage Japanese compe- 
tition, Alliance promptly fell into 
line to be followed by Canton, Ak- 
ron, Youngstown and Cleveland, 

The Ironton-Rusell Central Labor 
Council, at Ironton, is also num- 
bered among the Ohio central bod- 
ies that have approved the A. F. of 
L. boycott on Japan.

“Will Stimulate Building of 
Small Homes,” Prediction of 
President Tracy 


Hope that the administra- 
tion's new housing legislation 
will go a long way towards 
halting the recession and start- 
ing the nation again towards 
recovery was voiced this week by 
spokesmen for government, labor 
and industry. 

“There is no question that the 


act will stimulate the building of 
smaller homes,” emphasized Presi- 
dent Dan W. Tracy of the interna- 
tional brotherhood of electrical 
workers. “This will ‘mean addi- 
tional employment ror men engaged 
in that kind of work and for those 
in the building material industry.” 

Joseph B. Mason, editor of “Am- 
erican Builder,” organ of the con- 
struction industry, said: “Builders, 
lumber dealers and material man- 
ufacturers consider this the most 
far-reaching recovery agent of the 
new deal.” 

Government Is Generous 

All three leaders insisted that the 
act had brought about a complete 
change of sentiment in the build- 
ing industry. Mason said that hun- 
dreds of contractors are busy on 
plans and specifications for what 
they predict will be a lively spring 
market. 

If the boom doesn’t come off, it 
won't be because the government 
has left obstacles in the way. Con- 
tractors admit that the housing bill 
is more than generous to their in- 
dustry and to money lenders. 

Investors Take Little Risk 

Under the housing act, mortgages 
carry an interest rate of 5 per cent 
and are insured by Uncle Sam for 
their full value. Lenders, there- 
fore, are freed of all risk, making 
home mortgages extremely desir- 
able investments—as safe as gov- 
ernment bonds and paying a larger 
return. 

A mortgage holder who wants his 
cash can dispose of his mortgage at 
full face value to one of the asso- 
ciations. 

The government insures. mort- 
gages up to 90 per cent of the value 
of homes costing $6,000 or less, A

Men Win Wage Raise 


Union Agreement With Tennessee 
Public Service Corporation Also 
Establishes 40-Hour Week and 
Provides Other Benefits 


The local union of the amalga- 
mated association of street electric 


railway and motor coach employes, 
Knoxville, Tenn., organized last 
year, has won a signal victory in 
reaching a peaceful agreement 
with the Tennessee Public Service 
corporation. 

Among the gains represented for 
the 500 members of the union by 
the new agreement are wage in- 
creases amounting to $30,000 for the 
current year, the basic 40-hour 
week, with time and a half for 
overtime; one hours’ pay for attend- 
ing safety meetings; two hours’ pay 
for “stand-by” time, recognition of 
the union as the sole collective 
bargaining agent for the workers, 
and other advantages.

_ New York, N. Y.—The United States circuit court of appeals 
for the second judicial circuit in a unanimous decision handed 
down here upheld, with minor modifications, an order issued by 
the national labor relations board on March 14, 1937, requiring 
Remington-Rand, Inc., manufacturers of office equipment mate- 
rials, to recognize and bargain col-@——___—__ 
lectively with the joint protective 
board of district council office 
equipment workers, an affiliate of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
as the exclusive representative of 
the workers in the company’s 
plants at Syracuse, Tonawanda, 
Ilion and Elmira, N. Y., Middle-

(James H. Rand, Jr.) declarations 
alone were enough.

Company’s Refusal to Deal With 

Union Was Unlawful 

Noting that Mr. Rand in refusing 

deal with the union charged 
that the joint protective board had 
caused illegal disturbances and had 
not acted in good faith, the court 
held that under the national labor 
relations act an employer may not 
refuse to negotiate with a labor un- 
ion which has misconducted itself 
in the past if that union offers in 
good faith to bargain for a ma- 
jority of the employes, 

Elsewhere in his decision Judge 
Hand wrote that the labor act 
“does not attempt to settle indus- 
trial disputes. It leaves the parties 
to the resultant of their opposed 
economic powers. While it does not 
force them to treat with each other, 
it may be assumed to contemplate 
only bona fide negotiations.”

No Payments to Aliens 


dates back to the latter part of 
1933, when A. F. of L. international 
unions interested in organizing 
metal workers in the typewriter, 
adding machine, addressograph, 
card index and kindred office 
equipment plants considered it ad- 
visable to center their efforts in a 
district council of the A. F. of L. 
metal trades department which 
would have jurisdiction in these in- 
dustries. 


In March, 1934, the metal trades 
department issued a charter to the 
‘district council of office equipment 
workers, the charter granting jur- 
isdiction over the office equipment 
industries. The membership of the 
council was composed principally 
of machinists, molders, metal polish- 
ers, and federal labor unions. 

It was not long before the dis- 
trict council successfully organized 
the employes of the plants of the 
Remington-Rand company, the lar- 
gest manufacturers of typewriters, 
adding machines and card index 
systems in the United States. 

Strike Called in 1936 

Disinclination on the part of the 
management to deal with the union 
caused a strike in 1934, following 
which an agreement was entered 
into between the union and the 
company, which operated amicably 
for 18 months.

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GREEN URGES UNIONS TO AFFILIATE 
WITH WORKERS’ EDUCATIONAL GROUP 


It “Is Carrying On Important Educational Work and Is Closely 


Related to the American Federation of Labor,”

The importance of unions affil- 
iated with the American Federa- 
tion of Labor giving more adequate 
financial support to the Workers’ 
Education Bureau of America by 
means of the modest membership 
dues was stressed by William 
Green, president of the A. F. of L., 
in a letter addressed to officers of 
national and international unions, 
state federations of labor, city cen- 
tral bodies, and directly affiliated 
local unions, 


It was thirteen years ago that the 
El Paso convention of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, the last 
convention presided over by the 
late Samuel Gompers, provided for 
a per capita support of the work- 
ers’ education bureau on a volun- 
tary basis. Since then a number of 
national and international untfons 
have undertaken to give the bu- 
reau more adequate financial sup- 
port in accordance with the provi- 
sions then established. But) there 
still remains qa great deal to be done 
to enable the bureau to perform 
the much néeded functions in the 
educational field required by the 
labor movement. In emphasizing 
the urgent need for this financial 
support, Mr. Green’s letter said: 

“The workers’ education bureau, 
under the direction of Spencer Mil- 
ler, Jr., is carrying on important 
educational work and is closely re- 
lated to the American Federation 
of Labor,

All 
state federations of labor, however, 
are requested to pay $10.00 per 
year, central bodies may be affil- 
lated :'through a payment of $5.00 
per year and directly affiliated lo- 
cal unions for a payment of $3.00 
per year.

LABOR AND CAPITAL 
SURE NEW HOUSING 
ACT WILL BENEFIT

working man who desires to build 
a home within that price range must 
make a down payment of 10 per 
cent, or $600, and if he borrows the 
balance, $5,400, the government will 
guarantee repayment of the loan in 
full. If a prospective owner has a 
lot its value can be credited to the 
down payment. 

Small Communities Benefit 
For the first time the provisions 
of the housing act are extended to 


rural communities. The construction 
of new small homes costing :up to 
$2,500 can be financed with no 
down payment and paid for over 10 
years at a rate of about 5% per 
cent, 

Such structures as new barns, 
garages and small rural commercial 
or industrial buildings, up to $2,500. 
can be financed in the same man- 
ner. 


Loans for repairs, up to $10,000, 
repayable in five years and carrying 
an interest rate of 9.74 per cent, 
will also be guaranteed by the gov- 
ernment. 

Plan to Block Graft 

Officials of the federal housing 
administration scout fears that 
“Syp” contractors and money lend- 
ers may take advantage of these 
liberal provisions to loot the gov- 
ernment. They admit that crooked 
deals may be put over, but insist 
this will be possible only when con- 
tractors, lenders and officials of 
the FHA are in collusion, 

Rigid inspection of plans and con- 
struction, officials said, will pre- 
vent the inflation of mortgages be- 
yond the value of property covered. 

Unfortunately, similar security is 
not guaranteed against employers 
who attempt to raid pay envelopes. 

Labor Fears “Chiselers” 

Under previous housing legisla- 
tion, the majority of work was 
done by contractors paying less 
than union scales, and they can op- 
erate without restraint under the 
new set-up, according to Harry C. 
Bates, president of the bricklayers, 
vice president of the American 
Federation of Labor and chairman 
of the federation’s committee on 
housing. 

“I'm afraid,” Bates said, “that 
failure to incorporate a prevailing 
wage clause in the law will be ac- 
cepted by chiseling builders and 
real estate operators as an invita- 
tion to step in and get men for 
what wages they can be starved into 
accepting during a period when un- 
employment is acute.”

Wage Increase Gained in Many 
Localities; Dental Technicians

Oregon City Culinary 
.Workers Win Strike 


The culinary workers’ union, 
Oregon City, Oregon, won a decid- 
ed victory in the settlement of their 
strike against Nelson’s cafe when 
the proprietor signed a new con- 
tract to rehire his union help and 
discharge his non-union employes. 

The agreement terminated an 
eight days’ walkout accompanied 
by picketing. Volunteer pickets 
from the pulp and sulphite work- 
ers augumented the union patrol in 
front of the cafe to such an extent 
that the management of the cafe re- 
considered his refusal to grant the 
union’s modest demands and final- 
ly “signed on the dotted line.”
